Dr. Haskell is the chief agent in Bulgaria 
of the American board of foreign missions, 
under which Miss Stone and Mrs. Tsilka 
labored and he has long been working hand 
in hand with the representative of the 
United States government in an effort to 
save the women. Heretofore he has stoutly 
maintained that the missionaries were 
alive. 

It is to be observed that if a report pre- 
tending to establish the fact of the death 
of the two women comes from a Bulgarian 

oint, it asserts that the missionaries are 

ead at some place in Turkey. If the report 
originates in Turkey, it is pointed out that 
the women are dead in Bulgarian territory. 
These conditions, with the variance in the 
details of the reports, cause a lack of con- 
fidence in all of them, though each is the 
source of much anxiety and speculation on 
the part of those interested in the impris- 
oned. missionaries.

DECIDES AGAINST SEIBERT 


Judge Zachritz Overrules Demurrer in 
Suit of August Delabar Against 
Excise Commissioner. 


Judge Zachritz of the Circuit Court over- 
ruled, Monday, a demurrer in the suit of 
August Delabar, saloonkeeper, against 
Excise Commissioner J. M. Seibert for $20,- 
000 damages for closing up the former's 
saloon; at 200 South Broadway, for failure 
to comply with the 1 o'clock closing order. 

No opinion was handed down in the case. 
The defense contended that the petition for 
damages did not state facts enough to con- 
stitute a cause of action, 

Delabar’s saloon license was revoked May 
22 on the ground that his saloon was open 
after 1 o’clock in the morning, in diso- 
bedience of Commissioner Selbert’s order. 

Hie attempted, by certiorari proceedings, 
to bring Seibert’s order before the courts, 
but Judge Zachritz, before whom the mat- 
ter came up, ruled against him. 

He then brought the suit for damages.

Opinion of the Court Handed Down by 
Chief Justice Fuller in the “Four- 
teen Diamond Rings’’ Case—The 
Government Is Defeated. 


WASHINTON, Dec. 2.-/The United States 
Supreme Court today rendered a decision 
in the case of Emil J. Pepke-vs. the United 
(States. This is the case known as the 
“fourteen diamond rings case’’ and involves 
the constitutionality of the imposition of 
customs duties upon merchandise brought 
into the United States from the Philippine 
Islands after: the exchange of the peace 
treaty with Spain. The opinion was handed 
down by Chief Justice Fuller. 

The opinion was adverse to the claims of 
the government, on the ground that the 
Philippine Islands were at the time the 
rings were broughe in, American territory. 
Ceasing to be foreign, they became domes- 
tic territory, the court holds. 

The decision in the DeLima, Porto Rican 
cases were cited at length and it was held 
that the resolution adopted by Congress 
concerning the Philippines were not suf- 
ficient to change the situation. 

The chief justice concluded his opinion 
be reversing the decision of the court be- 
low. Justice Brown read an opinion con- 
curring in the result, but differing from the 


conclusions drawn on minor points. 
Justices Gray, Shiras, White and Mc- 


Kenna dissented. 

This case is one of the two important 
cases left undecided by the court at its 
last term, when it decided a number of 
cases involving the customs relation of the 
United States with its insular possessions. 

The cases decided at that time bore en- 
tirely upon the relations of this country 
with Porto Rico and this was the only 
case of a large number which were then 
argued and considered which involved the 
relations of the United States with the 
Philippines. The other case involves the 
right to impose duties on articles exported 
from the United States to Porto Rico. 

Much interest has been manifested in this 
Philippine case because of the probability 


jf legislation relating tothe Philippines at 


the approaching session of Congress.

the Case. 

The record shows that Pepke, who was 
the resvondent in the court below, was a 
soldier in the army of the United States in 
the island of Luzon; that while there, and 
after the ratification of the peace treaty, he 
purchased the i4 diamond rings which are 
involved in the case. He afterward brought 
these rings, while still in the service of 
the United States, aboard the United States 
vessel transporting his regiment to San 
Francisco, where he was mustered out. 


where the_rings were seized by the custom 
office, under the claim that the Philippine 
islands were foreign territory, and mer- 
chandise brought from these islands to 
the United States was subject to customs 
duties," which were not paid by Pepke. 
Pepke set up the claim that the imposition 
of duties upon merchandise under the cir- 
cumstances was contrary to the constitu- 
tion of the United States and in violation 
of his rights as a citizen of the United 
States. 

His case came to the Supreme Court from 
the District Court of the United States for 
the northern division of dJllinois. In that 
court the facts set up in Depke’s plea were 
admitted by ijemurrer filed by the Unked 
States and that court sustained the de- 
murrer, overrulif® the plea and entering 
judgment against the merchandise thus 
seized, and directing that it be sold in ac- 
cord with the law and from this decision 
the present writ of error was prosecuted. 


THE GOVERNMENT SUSTAINED. 


Dooley Case. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—The United 
States Supreme Court today decided the 


second of the Dooley cases, involving the 
constitutionality of the law of April 12, 
providing for the collection of duty on ar- 
ticles shipped from the United States into 
The decision was rendered by 
Justice Brown. The government is sus- 
tained !n the second Dooiey case. 

The finding of the court in this case was 
expected. 


THE DE LIMA CASE. 


The De Lima case, of which the 14 dia- 
mond rings case is a close parallel, and

U. S. COURT SO DECLARES 


Sweltick’s Policy Not Good Because He 
Did Not Tell Company of 
Other Contracts. 


The validity of an insurance policy de- 
pends on the truthful answer to questions 
propounded by the company when applica- 
tion for insuratice is made, according to an 
opinion handed down by the United States 
Court of Appeals Monday morning in the 
gase of John Q. Meyers, administrator of 
the estate of Paul B. Swetiick of Topeka, 
Kan., against the Home Life Insurance 
Co. of New York. 

The plaintiff wac a farmer and died in 
November, 1892, supposably from a seif-in- 

icted gunshot wound. 

Foliowing his death, his heirs sought to 
recover from the Home Insurance Co., $25,- 
000, in which, amount his life was insured. 

At the trial of the case in the United 
States Circuit Court of Kansas, it devel- 
Oped that, a few months preceding his 
death, Swetlick had taken out Insurance In 
Various companies, amounting in the aggre- 
gate to $57,500. 

July 1, 1892, Swetlick made application to 
the Home Insurance Co. for a $20, 000 pol- 
‘icy. The application was granted Sept. 8, 
of the same year, two policies each for 
$10,000 and one for $5000 being issued. 

Among vther questions which the insur- 
@nce agent had asked Swetlick was one 
as to whether he had any proposition or 
negotiation under consideration for any in- 
surance either with the Home company or 
Other insurance corporation. 

The reply was that he had not. 

Subsequently, it was proved that June 28, 
892, Swetlick had taken out a policy on 
is life in the Northwestern Iusrance Co. 
for $20,000. This policy was issued three 
months later. 

Swetlick Already Had 
$20,000 Insurance. 
It was also shown that at the second 


medical examination, made by a surgeon 
of the Home Insurance Co., Swetlick ad- 
mitted that he had $15,000 in the New York 
Life Insurance Co, and also a $5000 lodge 
assessment. 

In seeking to recover the $25,000 from the 
Home Insurance Co. the plaintiff's attorney 
contended that Swetlick’s answer as to 
his not having insurance with another 
company at the time his application was 
filed was not specific, and, furthermore, 
that the negative reply was immaterial 
since the insurance company had not con- 
formed to Swetlick’s application for a $25,- 
000 Insurance policy, but had divided this 
amount into three policies. Attention was 
also called to the fact thac, when the sec- 
ond medical examination was made, Swet~+ 
lick frankly admitted that he had insur- 
ance with another company and the de- 
fendant corporation had not sought to find 

ut in detail all the insurance he might 

ave held or contracted for. 

The Circuit Court sustained this view of 
the question and the insurance company 
@ppealed to the higher court. 

udge Adams delivered the Appelate 
Court's opinion. He said the evidence clear- 
ay established that Swetlick’s answer that 

e had not held or did not have an appli- 
cation before ony other insurance company 
Was made manifestly with a view of de- 
colin the Home Insurance Co.; that the 
ped de had a serious bearing on the ap- 
i on and the insurance company pro- 
pounded it for good reasons. 

Further, the court ruled that, unless a 
truthful answer was made in the applica- 
Cop. there was no way in which an insur- 
ance or other company could be protected 


@ case was remanded to the Circuit 
Court for a new trial.

Great Crowds of Spectators 
at the Opening. 


BOTH HOUSES REFURNISHED 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—At noon today 
both houses of Congress were called to 
order and the fifty-seventh Congress be- 
gan. The opening of the session drew tv 
the Capitol a great throng of spectators 
eager to witness the scenes of animation 
which mark the annual reassembling of tile 
national lawmakers. 

Although the actuai work of the twa 
houses was not to begin until 12 o’clock 
the historic old structure, now refurnished 
from end to end until it shone with marble, 
gilt and rich decorations, was astir iong 
before that hour.

bring out the public, sunny and warm with 
just enough bréezée from the south to leis- 
urely stir the flags over the Capitol, some 
ot which were raised for the first time 
since the adjournment of Congress nilé 
months ago.’

IN SERIES OF THREE CONTESTS ARE 


TO MEET AT EACH OTHERS’ GAME 


As Rugby appears to the association 
player. 


“Maid Marian,”’ the Bostonians’ offering 
for this season, is so much better than any- 
thing that the Bostonians have offered for 


several seasons that one is tempted to 
praise it beyond its real merits. 

There is no doubt that the opera contains 
an unusual lot of material, a good deal of 
which is meritorious, but when one declares 
that either the music or the book is as good 
as ‘“‘Robin Hood’’—of which ‘“‘Maid Marian” 
is a sequel—that one is laboring under an 
hallucination. 

““Maid Marian” as presented at the Cen- 
tury Theater last evening was enjoyable 
chiefly because of its elaborate staging 
and because it brought back all the old 
“Robin Hood”’ faces. No one had to wait 
the development of the opera to know the 
characters. All were immediately recog- 
wae from the Sheriff of Nottingham down. 
Will Scarlet, Little John, Friar Tuck, Robin 
Hood, Alan a’ Dale, Guy of Gisbourne and 
Maid Marian—all the old “Robin Hood’ 
band—were there, but in new attire, which 
Indicated that serving the king is more 
profitable than roaming the greenwood, and 
that honesty is the best age» 

But the opera is neither fish, flesh nor 
fowl. It is not a comic opera, for there is 


certainly not grand opera. There are some 
g00d musical climaxes and none that are 
dramatic. The music is, in fact, the whole 
opera—not ne of course, the scen- 
éry and costumes, hese two features g0 
hand in hand, and there is a similarity be- 
}tween them. 

Both are elaborate. No other word s0 
well expresses it. s drop the book, 
then, and think only of the music, which 
certainly fills in the time to overflowing. 

While not as catchy as the music of 
“Robin Hood,’’ the music in ‘‘Maid Mar- 
ion’’ is of a much higher order. This is 
especially true of the choruses and con- 
certed numbers. There is more color, al- 
though in some instances the melody has 
been sacrificed to obtain it. This is no- 
ticeable in the solos; but still, taken as a 
whole, the music is deserving of great 
praise. In addition to the choruses, which 
were enthusiastically received, the num- 
bers that made a hit were “Under the 
Mistletoe,” “Sing a Popular Song,”’ ‘‘Love 
Is Not for a Day, Love,’ “The Bluehdottle 
4 a and the quintette in the first act. I 
judge that the opera is one that will im- 
prove on acquaintance. 

Mrs. Grace Van Studdiford scored a per- 
sonal triumph in the title role. Since last 
seen here she has improved—improved so 
greatly that it was a matter of gencfral 
comment. Her voice is more flexible and 
has more volume, while her acting came 
as a decided surprise. She has — op- 
portunity to display her accomplishments 
and the reception accorded her by the au- 
dience was indeed flattering. I thought the 
best thing she sang was the duet with Mr. 
Parr, who is the Robin Hood. She wears 
some beautiful gowns. 

Mr. Barnabee has little opportunity for 
comedy work. His songs, however, are of 
the delicately humorous kind and fit him 
well. MacDonald was in better voice than 
for several seasons. 

The real hit of the evening was made by 
Bell Harper as Lady Vivian. She is a new 
comer and captivated the audience.

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LEAGUE FOR CIVIC IMFROVEMENT. 


The American League for Civic Improvement, of which a 
branch is organizing in St. Louis, is designed for one object 
only—“‘the promotion of public beauty.”’ 

There is something refreshing in the thought of such a society. 
Being wholly public, only public interests are considered. Mem- 
bers do not go into it to promote their private personal interest. 
It Js public, pure and simple, in aim entirely unselfish. 

In a little leaflet the league enumerates some of the ways 
by which public beauty can be attained. Here are a few sug- 
gestions: 

Cycle side paths; good roads and good streets; street signs: 
proper patriotic celebrations—(would it not be fine to have a 
patriotic celebration which should really reflect the beauty of 
patriotism, instead of the vulgar noise and boasting to which 
We are accustomed?) public assembly and lecture halls; public 
lavatories and closets; artistic public advertising; (don’t imagine 
that advertising cannot be made beautiful); planting about fac- 
tories; (rather startling that, but why not?) cleansing and beauti- 
fying public bulldings; suppression of noise; vacant lot cultiva- 
tion; removal of unsightly fences; organization of neighbors for 
improvement work. 

Here is a program in which all can have a part. In one way 
and another clubs, unions, commercial bodies, municipal art as- 
gociations, cycle clubs, literary eocieties and citizens can co- 
operate tn their several modes. 

It is inspiring work. It appeals to all sorts and conditions 
of men and women. There is something for each and all to do

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THE POPULATION OF EUROPE. 


An analysis of census enumerations in Europe made for a sci- 
entific journal of Paris, and reproduced in the Literary Digest 
Giscloses some interesting but inexplicable facts. 

The only increase in France since 189 is in the large cities, 
principally Paris, and much of this is due to immigration. Else- 
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» where in the republic the population is decreasing. 


Germany now has 56,345,014 inhabitants, an increase of 7.78 per 
cent since 1895, due almost entirely to an excess of births over 
deaths. The contrast in this respect between Germany and 
France is startling in its suggestions. 

Austria-Hungary has increased 4,000,000, or 9 per cent, in 
ten years. The population of Switzerland in 1900 was 8,312,551, 
an increase, of 400,000. Italy has increased from 28,459,628 in 1831 
to 22,449,754 in 1901. The northern nations are increasing about 
1 per cent a year. : 

England, including Wales, has increased 12 per cent in ten 
years. Ireland, from well-known political causes, is declining, 
her population being now about one-half what it was in 1841. 
Scotiand, on the contrary, has nearly doubled in the same period. 

Everywhere “the will to live” is asserted in a growing popula- 
tion, save in France—the one exception in all the world. The 


tion makes a problem which may well absorb the attention 


of the scientific world.

But I grew weary of Bohemia, the pawn- 
shop and starvation; and at last, in 1862, 
recommended by Dr. Boudet, an eminent 
scientist, I luckily entered Messrs. Hach- 
ette’s house at the princely salary of 100 
francs a month, At first, it is quite true, 
I simply tied up parcels there; but I was 
soon promoted to the advertising depart- 
ment, in connection with which I had to 
deal with the reviews of the books which 
the firm published Taine and Edmond 
About, Prevost-Parodal and other welli- 
known authors often came to me to ascer- 
tain what had been written about them in 
the newspapers; and we occasionally chat- 
ted together when they had read the ‘‘cut- 
tings’’ I handed to them. 

But I was too timid to speak to them of 
my Own literary aspirations, though I was 
now writing in real earnest. I spent @ll my 
evenin indeed in composing short stories, 
one of them, “La Fee Amoureuse,’’ being 
published in an Aix newspaper, while oth- 
ers appeared a little later in a review Is- 
sued at Lille. Now that I had settled down, 
as it were, having a very small regular in- 
come to roy upon, I had again taken my 
mother to live with me—for that was my 
first duty—and Baille, as well as Cezanne, 
having come to Paris with Roux and Vala- 
bregue, the poet—curiously enough related 
to the Dreyfus family—life became more 
pronean for me, though curing lon ears 

was ever battling with pecuniary 5s icul- 
ties, striving to keep the little home which 
I gradually got together from the clutches 
of the process-servers and bailiffs.—Krom 
“In the Days of My Youth.”

OUR ONLY RECIPROCITY TREA- 
TIES. 


The famous Marcy-Elgin treaty of 1854 
with Great Britain on behalf of Canada 
stands as the first example of our adoption 


of the reciprocity principle in the modern 
sense, says John Ball Osborne in the De- 
cember Atlantic. It provided for the mu- 
tual exemption from duty of an important 
list (identical on both sides) of natural pro- 
ducts of the farm, forest, mine, quarry, and 
sea. It went into operation in 1855) and 
remained in force for eleven years, being 
abrogated by act of Congress and termina. 
ting, after the conventional notice of one 
year, on March 17, 1866. 

The only other reciprocity treaty that 
the United States ever put in operation 
was the treaty of 1875 with the Hawatian 
Islands, whic established virtual free 
trade in the commercial relations of the two 
countriea, tropical or sub-tropical articles 
being exempted from duty on the one side, 
and an important list of miscellaneous pro- 
ducts on the other.

HE AND ACCOMPLICES ROBBED 
LIVERPOOL BANE OF $850,000. 


THEY: FORGED 27 CHECKS 


Trial at Bow Street Shows an Exten- 
sive System of Successful 
Check Signing. 


LONDON, Dec. 2,.—Thomas Peterson 
Goudie, the bookkeeper of the Bank of Liv- 
erpool, who disappeared at the time of the 


discovery that the bank had been robbed 
of about £170,000,.was captured today at 
Bootle, Where he had been in hiding. Gou- 
die had £300 in his pocket when arrested. 
He will be brought to London for trial with 
the other mén taken into custody in con- 
nection with the robbery, two of whom— 

“Dick” Burge, the pugilist, and F. T. Kel- 
ly, the boo maker, of Bradford, were re- 
manded today after a partial hearing of the 
evidence against them. 

Hundreds of people clamered for admis- 
sion into the smail courtroom at Bow 
street, hardly capable of holding those dl- 
rectly interested in the case. 

Charles Mathews, counsel 
timiged bank, in. presentin 
against the prisoners, gave t 
thentic details of the frauds. He ‘explained 
that there had been 27 checks forged. The 
first two affected Goudie. The next 12, 
representing in value £256,300, would be 
mainly traced to Kelly. Another seven 
checks, aggregating £53,000, would be first 
traced to Kelly and afterward to Kelly 
and another person not yet before the 
court. Six other checks, valued at. £91,090 
would be traced first to Laurie Marks, who 
pald them inte his bank accounts. But 
some of the proceeds were also traceable 
to Burgo. The whole amount had been 
drawn out of the Bank of Liverpool by 
checks drawn to the account of R. W. Hud- 
son. 

Evidence was then presented to show that 
Laurte Marks opened an account with the 
Credit Lyonais at the end of 1899. In Oc- 
tober, 1901 he paid in the first Hudson 
check, amounting to £5000. Later he in- 
troduced Burge, who opened an account. 
After the first Hudson check was paid in, 
in October, Marks deposited two more Hud- 
son checks for £15000. On Nov. 1, Burge, 
accompanied by Marks, cashed a check 
for £13.000, receiving £7000 in notes. The 
same day the identical notes were deposited 
by James Mances, whom Marks had in the 
meanwhile identified at the band. Marks, 
Nov. 5, deposited a Hudson check for £30.- 
000, and Nov. Burge presented a check 
for £15.000, drawn by Marks in his favor, 
while Mances, the same day, cashed an- 
other of Mark’s checks for £19.000.. A wit- 
ness testified to a number of similar trans- 
actions. When the bank was enjoined the 
amounts standing to the credit of the ac- 
cused were: Burge, £13,589; Marks, £10,901, 
and Mances, £15,987.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—After five years 
of patient investigation ex-Senator Wil- 
liam E. Chandler of New Hampshire, now 
president of the Spanish treaty war claims 
commission, has decided that the prize ot 
$100 which he offered the man who wrote 
the words “which we pledge oursélves to 
promote’’ in the financial plank of the Re- 
publican natiohal platform of 1896 belongs 
to Senator Henry Cabot Lodge of Massa- 


chusetts 

henntor Lodge has refused to accept the 
money, so Mr. Chandler is having a beau- 
tifully chased and engraved ailver box 

made at a cost - $100, and will give this 
to Senator Lodge. In order to carry out 
the bimetallic i a there will be one part 
of gold and 16 parts of silver in the com- 
position of the box. 

On the lid will be the monogram of Sen- 
ator Lodge, the figures “16 to 1” and an 
engrav ed legend s'milar to this:

national platform of 1 

Mr. Chandler may have the words “Which 
we pledge ourselyes to promote’ engraved 
cn the box also. He holds that the man 
who wrote those words into the fourth 
sentence of the financial plank of the 
platform, and made that sentence read, 
“We are, therefore, opposed to the 
free coinage of silver, except by in- 
ternational agreement with the leading 
commercial nations of the world, which we 
pledge ourselves to promote, and until such 
agreement can be obtained the existing 
gold standard must be preserved,”’ made 
the election of McKinley sure. He says 
that without that phrase McKinley wouid 
have been beaten, 

After election in 1896 Senator Chandler 
made inquiries as to who wrote the pene. 
He met with conflicting claims. hen it 
was that he offered the reward of $100 to 
the man who wrote the words. There were 
many claimants, but the contest finally 
sifted down to two. 

K. Watson of Ohio, formerly attor- 
ney-general of that state, who was a mem- 
ber of the committee on resolutions at St. 
Louis, said he was responsible for the 
phrase. He made claim te the $100 and of- 
fered voluminous’ evidence. Secretar 
Chandler heard that Senator Lodge had 
written in the phrases. He went to Lodge, 
and Lodge said he had. 

Senator Foraker had the rough draft of 
the platform in his posession. He pro- 
duced it. The phrase “Which we pled 
ourselves to promote”’ was coupe to be _™ 
Senator Lodge's naee erat Watson then 
said that Lodge had act merely as«his 
amanuensis,. “The idea was mine,” gard 
Watson. 

Much testimony was taken on this point, 
The inquiry was éxhaustive and made 
much fun in the Senate. Finally Mr. 
Chandier decided that the prize be'onged 
to Senator Lodge, as Mr. Watson was not 
able to substantiate his amanuensis claim. 
All this took nearly five years, 

Now, just as the box has been designed 
and ordered, Mr. Watson makes & sterttne 
revelation. He says he hp talking wito 
Senator Foraker a few days ago on a train 
and Senator Foraker tola” him that Lodge 
was not the originator of the phrase,

THEY ESCAPE THINLY CLAD 


Grate F. Gholson’s Presence of 
Mind Saves Lives of Her Board- 
ers and Prevents a Panic.

About one-half of the latter were women, 
who, despite the excitement, displayed uu- 
usual presence of mind and managed to es- 
cape unharmed.

“There was no panic,” said Mrs, Gholson 
to the Post-Dispatch, “and considering the 
limited time we had to get out of the build- 
ing this circumstance is rather remarkable. 

‘The fire probably started from a cur- 
tain in the bathroom coming in contact 
with a gas fet.
